DURING THE OLYMPICS 


It all started on September 1st, going to Van- 
couver to get ready for the 1988 Seoul 
Olympics. From all of Canada the Champions 
of Tae Kwon Do and the Cyclists Champions 
met in Vancouver to get all their uniforms and 
robes. 


On September 2nd at 5:00 a.m., we got up 
and went to the airport. First stop was L.A. 
and then straight on to Seoul. 


When we got to Seoul they had this big sign 
for Canada. It was there so that after we had 
passed through security, they could take us to 
the village. Going through security took a very 
long time. 


We all got in our rooms and settled down. 
Later that day we had lunch and ate supper. 
The food was great but always the same. It 
was the biggest and nicest village | have ever 
seen. 


On September 3rd we started to train with the 
Dong Lung High School. It is the best school 
in Korea, and three athletes that were on the 
Korean Olympic National team came from 
there. 


We trained four hours per day, twice in the 
morning and twice in the evening. | had to lose 11 Ibs. but lost 13 Ibs. instead, just to be sure. 


Each passing day brought more and more people to Korea and the Olympic Village. On September 15th 
almost all of the flags of the different countries were raised except Canada's. That was the day we stopped 
training because | was fighting on September 17. On the day of the opening ceremonies, September 16th, 
the flag of Canada was raised. 


The big moment had finally come, and on the morning of September 17th | found out | was fighting Spain. 
Before fighting | went to watch the opening ceremonies to take some pictures. 


Then the fight was over and | had lost against Spain. He ended up with a silver medal. From September 17 
to 21 Tae Kwon Do was on. All my other friends from the Canadian team had lost except the heavy-weight 
women who got a bronze. 


After the last day we all started to party. Whether we won or lost we all had tried our best and needed to 
have some fun. Even though we were having fun | think all of us felt bad in our hearts even if we didn't show 
it. 

On September 22 at lunchtime | was eating and | saw this girl who looked pretty nice. | stared at her a bit 
and smiled, trying to be friendly. Her father was there but he didn't see me so she got up and started to 
swear and yell at me in Korean, in the middle of the cafeteria. | got up and ran out of there laughing my 
head off. | could go and watch everything and go anywhere during the games with my I.D. card. 


The next day | went to see Ben Johnson run and | took a couple of pictures of him. | also took some of Carl 
Lewis. When Ben won, the whole Canadian Village was so happy that everyone partied all-night. 


On September 24th, we all went shopping for clothes, shoes, hats and everything else that interested us. 
After, we went to the Olympic Disco place. We stayed there until 12:00 a.m. and then went to a street and 
danced. It was only part of the fun we had. The rest of the fun was Tae Kwon Do and the other Canadian 
team sports. 


Then we said good-bye to everyone. It was kind of hard to leave there because we had stayed in Korea for 

a month and therefore had a lot of friends. That day we left and all got back to Vancouver, where we had to 

say more good-byes to each other and wait to meet again at the Panamerican Games in Peru. Saying good- 

pe there was even harder to do. We all cried and stored our happiness between each other and said good- 
ye.
